Fresh pork 
products, however, 
show 
the greatest drop, the market dealers 
selling cuts for roastin.? at 18 cents 
a potmd that have within a short time 
been bringing 22 cents. 
Lard is down 
2 cents a pound, the price yesterday 
being 18 cents. 
The best grades of 
ham and bacon, on the contrary, show 
hardly any change. 
This is accounted 
for by the length of time it takes in 
curing. 
The dealers say the stocks of 
cured meats are very light, and it will 
naturally be some time before the in- 
creased production oi hogs offsets this 
condition. 
The market rrien attribute 
the relief from high prices to the enor- 
mous corn crop and the

low price of the cereal.

ready to meet any hostile movement 
that maj- be made by Mexicans.

Pinchot Carries Fight on 
Cunningham Claims Up 
toJilr. Taft. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 
—There 
is to be no cessation by Gifford Pin- 
chot of his fight to oust Richard A. 
Balllnger 
from the secretarj'ship of 
interior. 


This was made manifest last night 
by a statement Issued by himself and 
his brother Amos in connection with 
the Cunningham 
coal claims. 
This 
statement, which takes the form of a 
letter to President Taft, and which is 
signed by both Gifford and Amos Pin- 
chot, expressed the fear that the in- 
terior department will recommend the 
patenting of the Cunningham claims, 
which Pinchot believes to be fraudu- 
lent, and appeals to the president to 
allow Pinchot "to submi' a brief before 
any 
such action is given 
executive 
approval. 


Mr. Pinchot says tha' representative 
of the Morgan-Guggenheim 
syndicate 
value t h ^ Cunningham claims at $25,- 
000,000, but that tlie loss to the people 
of the United States following the is- 
sue of patents would be greater than 
that. 


Takes Slap at Bailinger. 
The letter says "It is unfortunately 
impossible to look with confidence to 
the officials of the irtterior department 
for an 
unbiased 
judgment 
in 
this 
matter," and he declares that "It is 
clear that the protection of the public 
Interest in these Alaskan coal 
lands 
must depend directly upon the presi- 
dent himself." 


It Is Secretary Ballinter's purpose to 
recommend in his annual report that 
litigation arising from these claims be 
transferred from the jurisdiction of the 
general land office to that of the court 
of appeals of the District of Columbia 
for consideration and adjudication.

ple of the United States. 
The attor- 
ney.for Mr. Balllnger in the printed 
brief submitted in behalf of the secre- 
tary of the interior said:

"Moreover, an examination of^ the 
record of the Cunningham 
hearings, 
and which is a part of the record in 
this case, reveals not only that 
the 
statements W Cunningham are 
true 
but that the Cunningham/claims are 
not fraudulent but honest claims. This 
is not stated for the purpose of hav- 
ing this committee consider the ques- 
tion of honesty or good faith of these 
claims ^ r the purpose of decision or 
determination. 
It is stated solely that 
the committee see that no perjury could 
be committed by Cunningham and "th^t 
Mr. Ballittger by no possibility could 
have understood these claims to be 
fraudulent, for the reason that, as à 
matter of fact, they were not fraudu- 
lent, but good and valid claims: 
The 
evidence of all the claimants, except 
one who Is dead, haa been taken in the 
Cunningham hearings and is now on 
file.

"It Is true that Mr. Balllnger has 
refused to act himself in behalf of the 
government, on the ground that he 
formerly represented the Cunningham 
claimants, and accordingly has turned 
over all responsibility to his assistants. 
Nevertheless this unqualified Indorse- 
ment of the 
validity 
of 
the claims 
through his attorney can scarcely fail 
to have great moral weight with his 
subordinates. 
For them to render a 
decision adverse to the claims would 
not only 
lend 
support 
to criticisms 
heretofore made against the depart- 
ment, but would amoimt to taking di- 
rect Issue with their chief on the argu- 
ment made for him by his personal 
counsel. 


"In view of these facts it is un- 
fortunately impossible 
to 
look with 
confidence to officials of the interior 
department for an unbisised Judgment. 
If the decision of the interior depart- 
ment should be to patent the Cun- 
ningham claims, 
no 
appeal to the 
courts would be possible. , 


Sees Loss of Millions to People. 
"According to the testimony of rep- 
resentatives 
of the 
Morgan-Guggen- 
heim syndicate, who have long assert- 
ed a half interest in the Cunningham 
claims, their ultimate value is in the 
neighbodhood of $25.000,000. 
But the 
loss to the people of the United States 
that would follow the issue of patents 
is by no means limited to any such 
sum. Although the government woutd 
receive but little more than $50,000 
for claims worth many millions, a de- 
cision favorable to the 
Cunningham 
claimants-» would not merely result in 
an unjustifiable loss to the public at 
large. 
It would also establish a pre- 
cedent which might admit to patent 
other illegal claims outside of the Cun- 
ningham groi^ 
to the additional value 
of many millions of dollars. 


"We are advised by counsel retained 
for the purpose of reporting on the 
Cunningham record that the testimony 
of thie 
claimants 
themselves shows 
abundantly and conclusively that the 
claims are fraudulent 
and 
that they 
were made in violation of the statute 
designed to prevent monopoly. 
Among 
the recent indictments found against 
claimants for coal lands in 
Alaska 
there is none relating to claims in the 
Cunningham group. 
. 


"The record is voluminous. The case 
against the 
claimants 
consists in a 
mass of documentary evidence corrob- 
orated by facts elicited from the claim- 
ants themselves.; 
The 
record 
indi- 
cates that the force of certain import- 
ant lines of evidence was not grasped 
by the attorneys for the government. 
We believe that a brief giving due con- 
sideration to such evidence would be 
of material assistance in reaching a 
judicial determination on all the points 
involved in the case. 


"We respectfully 
request 
that in 
case the interior 
department should 
reach a decision in favor of patenting 
the clakns you will allow us to sub- 
mit for your consideration a brief be- 
fore making a decision as to whether 
or not you will permit your signature 
to be affixed to the patents.

Mr. Driscoil's injuries are se- 
vere, one of his legs being broken near 
the thigh and his lees, arms, face and 
body painfully burned. Engineer Jones

The engine was No. 8499, which be- 
longed to the Pennsylvania Southwest 
system and which'^with five or six oth- 
ers had been borrowed by the G. R. & 
I. several months ago. 
It is a heavy

order.

jurors felt so confident of the guilt of 
Jennings that the first ballot resulted 
in a unanimous vote for conviction, 
with eleven of the jurors

new trial on the grounds that the fin- 
ger print evidence should

Judge 
Kavanagh, who presided at the Jen- 
nings 
trial, declared 
when 
objection 
was first made to the evidence present- 
ed by the state, that, in his opinion, 
the murderer of Hiller wrote his sig- 
nature when he rested his hand upon 
a freshly painted porch railing at the 
Hiller home.

points of similarity on the first three 
fingers 
of the left hand of the mur- 
derer of Hiller and that of Jennings. 


Hiller,* who was chief clerk in the 
Chicago offices of the 
Rock 
*Island 
railroad, was shot to death in the front 
hall of his 
suburban 
residence 
at 
Washington Heights', 111., by a negro 
burglar. 
Jennings was arrested 
less 
than half an hour after the shooting 
at a point 
three-quarters 
of a mile 
from the Hiller home, where he had 
boarded an electric car bound for Chi- 
cago.

the 
state legislature; the ratification or re- 
Je%tion of a proposed amendment to 
the constitution of the United States 
to permit a federal tax to be levied on 
incomes, and pbssible changes in the 
liquor 
legislation of the 
state. 
To 
these questions may be added others 
as the legislative program unfolds. 


Probable Option Line-Up. 
It is admitted already that the ques- 
tion of the repeal of the county local 
option law will be one of the import- 
ant things to be talcen up by the legis- 
lature and it is declared that mem- 
bers of both parties from rural com- 
munities will oppose the repeal of the 
law, while those members from the 
cities, it is said, are almost a unit in 
favor of the repeal. 


During the excitement of the cam- 
paign little was heard or said about 
the re-districting of the state for con- 
gressional or legislative purposes, yet 
there is great political advantage to 
be gained in making such an appor- 
tionment.

The 
station has secured eighty head of choice 
.^féedèrS to be fed upon seven different 
ration?. 
These steers will be placed oh 
feed November 19 and finished at the time 
of the annual spring meeting of the Indi- 
ana Cattle Feeders^ aesoclation.

The ink on Judge Edward O'Rourke's 
court docket was not d>y when a sub- 
¡toena was read to the weeping pris- 
oner notifying him that his wife, Ju« 
dith Richer, haa applied for a decree 
of divorce, and as h^ sat speedilesa 
with the suddenness of the whole pro- 
ceeding, she testified that they were 
married February 18, 1909 and lived 
together until July 15 of this yeaiv 
, 


Judge O'Rourke took Judicial knowl-' 
edge of the fact that 
the 
husband 
had just been convicted 
of a 
most 
heinous crime and entered a decree 
giving her a divorce. 
Under a settle- 
ment made outside of the court the 
wife will come into possession of all 
his property and will diapose of It. 


Shortly after his arrest the personal 
property was sold and nothing 
re- 
mains to be disposed of but the farm, 
which is a valuable one under a high 
state of cultivation.

Never Uttered a ^ o r d . 


During all 
of 
the 
proceeding 
by 
which his liberty, his property and the 
woman he had promised to lov« and 
cherish were wrenched from him bjr 
the strong hand of an Offended bivr, 
the prisoner uttered not a word, and 
his first utterance was when SiierifC 
A. M. Reichelderfer spoke to him and 
he promised that he would live his lite 
in prison in hope for forglvenesa for 
the crime that sent him there. 


As he passed the wife who had pa- 
tiently borne his cruelties and 
had 
never murmured under treatment that 
would have awakened a storm" of re- 
sentment In most falhtful women, ho 
cringed, barely looked at her and wepc 
anew. 
The wife was 
stolid. 
Thera 
were tear stains on her face and she 
showed 
that. she 
too, 
had 
passed 
through an awful ordeal, but she sat 
motionless as her husband was led 
from 
the 
courtroom 
by 
a 
deputy 
sheriff. 


Remained In the Room. 


For some time after Richer had been 
led from the courtroom the wife sat 
beside her father and seemed dazed. 
Neither of them spoke and there was 
no exchange between the wife and a 
brother and uncle of Richer's 
who 
were present at the trial. 
The entire 
proceeding consumed less than half an 
hour and in the course of two days 
Richer will be on his way to prlison to 
enter upon a sentence that wlU keep 
him there as long as he lives unless 
the board of pardons interferes. 


Richer has evidently suffered during 
his confinement in the county jail and 
when he was arraigned this morning 
his face was drawp and pale. Ho saw 
his wife as he. entered the court room 
but no sign of recognition passed be- 
tween them and he evidently thought 
she was there to witness his trial. 
Story of the Crime. 
On July 15 of this year Prosecutor 
Albert E. Thomas, Coroner Kesler and 
Sheriff Reichelderfer were called 
to 
the Richer farm by the complaint of 
neighbors to Investigate the death of 
Charlie Coats, 
an orphan 
boy who 
Richer saici 
had been »'trampled 
to 
death in a cow ban?. 


An examination of the little body In- 
dicated to •^he physicians and the of- 
ficers that he had been subjected to 
the most barbaric treatment as there 
were more than five hundred places 
where Richer had sunk his teeth Into 
the box's flesh. 


Scars of wounds that 
had 
healed, 
wounds half healed and wounds that 
were fresh Indicated very clearly to the 
doctors that they had not been In- 
flicted by the hoofs or horns of a cow 
aS claimed and after Richer had been 
severely cross-examined he admitted 
that he had bitten the boy arid that he 
had applied a burning 
lotion 
to his 
gaping wounds, that he had held the 
little fellow against a hot stove until 
his flesh was cooked, 
that 
he 
had 
beaten him and showered 
upon 
the 
waif cruelties t h ^ appalled the offi- 
cers and that were so exauisitely cruel 
that his hearers would not have be- 
lieved them in absence of positive proof 
that they had been committed. 


Has Made No Fight. 
Richer has made no legal flght for 
his liberty. 
He 
admitted 
his 
guilt 
when he was arraigned before Justice 
L. P. Huser for a preliminary hearing 
and was remanded to jail. 
His In- 
dictment by the last grand jury fol- 
lowed and upon the advice of Attorney 
S. Li. Morris he entered a plea of guilty 
to second degree murder. 


Prosecutor Albert E. Thomas' 
con- 
sented for the dual reasoi^ that a trial 
by jury would probably have resulted 
in a life sentence and that a big ex- 
pense was saved the county by accept- 
ing the plea of guilty.

A Sermon for Old Folks* Day—Text—Zech 14-7.

(From the Christian Herald.) 


Autumnal days are here. The forests 
aré robed in glory and majesty. Every 
bush 
flames 
with the Awful Imma- 
nence. The bending boi^ghs yield up to 
man their fruit ripened to the core 
Apross the fields stand shocks of corn 
like tattered wigwams. The wind wails 
at the funeral of the flowers, and piles 
blood-red leaves upon 
their 
graves. 
Along every fence-row the goldenrod 
still sways and swings as though a bit 
of the summer's sun had been caught 
as a crow^n for common weeds. A pur- 
ple peace hangs upon 
the 
horizon, 
while shafts of golden 
sunlight 
lie 
athwart the pearly sheen of sky. 
It 
is the autumn. And it seems as though 
the year were kneeling in prayer in a 
vast cathedral filled with filtered light. 


What various and varying thoughtf 
come to us at this time of year! 
Many 
shudder as they look upon the gran- 
deur of nature in the autumn time. 
It 
makes them think of age and decay and 
death. 
And I suppose the reason why 
"Old Folks' day" is usually observed 
in the fall is because people have been 
In the habit of comparing life with a 
year—life with its springtime in youth, 
its summer in manhood, its autumn ir 
age. 
But after the autumn comes the 
winter, when all things are dead—held 
in the bondage of ice and snow. 


Life Like a Brief Day. 


For that reason we prefer to think 
of life as a day. Then we have child- 
hood as the 
morning—tlie 
morning 
which 
turns 
earth's 
common 
pale 
streams 
into 
gold 
with 
heavenly 
alchemy; the morning that sows the 
earth with sparkling gems richer than 
any in kingly diadems; the morning 
that trembles and smiles from, out the 
opened sky; the morning that laughs 
the clouds away as though earth held 
no tomb; the morning that overflows 
the world v/ith its glad promise of the 
future. 


And then, advancing fast and still 
more fast, like the day, so the life, ever 
striving to reach the zenith, until mid- 
day 
with 
its 
responsibilities 
and 
strenuous activities. 
Then the decline, 
until, like evening, old age comes on 
with its pensiveness and 
memories, 
"the tender grace of a day that is 
dead." Old age is evening time—even- 
ing, and cares have 
silently 
stolen 
away; evening, and 
the 
glimmering 
landscape fades from sight; evening, 
and a solemn stillness or a winsome 
music fills the air; evening, and the 
journey is ended and the day's work 
done; evening, and peace and rest and 
;home and Father's face at the door! 


But you say that evening is followed 
by the dark night of death. 
For the 
person who is not a Christian, it is a

You will remember the place 
where, in a passion of repentance, you 
gave yourself to God. You will remem- 
ber how the light that came into your 
soul then has neyer gone out, but how 
it has transformed the darkest cloud 
and your falling years into heavenly 
jewels. And with Christina G. Rossetti 
you will say:

The Calmer Joys of ,Evening Time. 
Then, Christian old folks have about 
them at life's evening time the light 
of usefulness. 
"The hoary head is a 
crown of glory," says the Scripture; 
but it does not stop there: 
"The hoary 
head Is a crown of glory, if it be found 
in the way of righteousness." 
We do 
not ejcpect much fuss from old age. We 
do not And Its usefulness In hustle and 
bustle. 
Nevertheless, we ought never 
to say that the day of achievement is 
past. 
The man or woman whose head 
Is hoary, biift who is not found In the 
way of righteousness. Is an 
iceberg 
floating down the stream of life, radi- 
ating chilliness that has a most de- 
pressing effect upon all around. 
Such 
a person has a personal Influence like 
noxious vapor that kills our best im- 
pulses. But the Christian man at life's 
evening time not only has light about 
him; he is a light. 
Not a reflected 
light merely, like the moon that ceases 
to shine as soon as the darkness of 
earth rises between it and the sun; 
but Christ enjoined his disciples that 
their whole body 
should be full of 
light. 
We are to ^well in the light 
that we may become children of tthe 
light, in whom there is no darkness 
at all.

stars, millions of miles from the earth.

Jesus. From his own knowledge of the 
excellence of the Christian religion he 
can recommend It to others as the most 
precious gift in the universe. 
He will 
recommend 
it not only by word of 
mouth, earnestly and

even more by the power of a holy life. 
The coal miner wears upon his csap a 
little flickering lamp.

No one can estimate the power of 
personal

weighing the stars. 
But no one Is 
able to 
calculate 
the 
far-reaching 
power of personal Influence. 
It is a 
power like the magnet that draws the 
steel filings to 
itself. It Is a power 
like 
the 
white 
clover 
meadow 
that attracts the bees. 
It is a power 
like the sunbeam that unlocks th» 
bound doors of winter and 
lets

all things stand

clearly

about him. The old man walks through 
that library called memory, and the 
light falls upon the tremendous vol- 
ume of records, and he reads there 
the tale of his years.

Books and sermons may be for- 
gotten; tears and prayers may be de- 
spised; but the light radiating from- a 
Christian life, the argument of a new 
life in Christ Jesus cannot be gain- 
said. 


The Light of His Presence. 


A Boston paper once contained this 
item: 
"Phillips Brooks walked down 
Newspaper row yesterday 
at 
lunch 
time, nodding to acquaintances 
here 
and there, and, though the 
heavens 
and the pavements were 
moist, 
the 
street seemed 
filled 
with 
sunshine." 
That is a grreat thing to be said of any 
man. that, having sunshine in his own 
soul, wherever he goes he dissipates 
the fog by the sunbeams of Christian 
living. 
Such radiancj-- gives energj- to 
the lifeless, joy to the joyless, trust to 
the doubter, hope to the hopeless. His 
very presence brings warmth and life 
naji the glow of sunshine, the joyorus. 
s p u l a t i n e breath of spring. 


O fathers and mothers in Israel, the 
li^'^ht of usefulness is about you in life's 
evening time. 
S^bv with us as long as 
you can. 
We need you; we need your 
irflueiice; we need your counsel and 
prayers. Never fear that darkness will 
envelope you, for "If thou draw out 
thy soul to the hungr>% and satisfy the 
afflicted soul: then shall thy light arise 
in obscurity, and tliy darkness be as 
the noonday." 


At evening time the Christian shall 
also have the light of God's presence. 
The psalmist says: 
"They shall walk, 
O Lord, in the light of 
thy 
coun- 
tenance." 
That means that from the 
time a man chooses God until the end 
h§ may go through life with an un- 
broken 
realization 
of 
the 
divine 
presence 
and 
an 
unbroken 
experi- 
ence of the favor, complacency and 
good will of God. 
That is continual 
sunshine. 
I was out on a farm for a 
while this past summer. There was an 
old man there In his eighty-fifth year. 
He had a remarkablj- keen intellect, 
a,nd was always propounding questions 
to me. One morning I thought I would 
turn inquisitor, and so I said to him as 
we walked by the sweet pea bed: "Tell 
me what makes some of those sweet 
peas pink and 
others 
white." 
His 
lanswer was brief and direct: 
"God!" 
Even so. his whole life seemed to be 
bathed in the sunshine of God's pres- 
ence. When some adversity falls upon 
such a one, the world looks to see his 
confidence, peace and security 
shat- 
tered; but on the contrary discovers 
that only crevices have been 
made, 
through which the pure, unstained sun- 
light falls, and the Christian, Instead 
of whining. Is thanking God for more 
sunshine. 
No legitimate work, no duty 
of life, ever shuts out the light of God's 
presence. 
Even when the dark clouds 
of our troubles, sorrows, losses, soli- 
tudes coine across our life sky, the sun- 
shine of God's presence smites them, 
and the light of heavenly colors flashed 
back from their piled-up 
bosoms 
lis 
more glorious than ever. 


The Dark Shadow of Sin. 
There is only one thing that can shut 
out the light of God's favor, and that 
is our own sin. 
As soon as we en- 
dorse the smallest sin and apologize 
for It, we drive God out of our heart, 
and as soon as he Is "gone jdarkness 
comes. "Men love darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds are evil." It 
is sin which casts the 
dark, 
dank 
shadow over the Joys ^of home and the 
promises of manhood l ^ d womanhood, 
and leaves them blighted and blasted 
and blackened with the omel touch 
of hell. 
I have seen an electric light 
grow dim and red, and then go'out en- 
tirely, leaving a street in darkness— 


that is. cheerless. 
I have seen a 
who lost th« light of his 
thr 
having, both his eyes blinded by an ao 
«iddnt—-that is pathetic.. And I have 
sein a soul put out the light of God 


The prayer for all. of us to make is 
"Lord, lift thou up the light of thy 
countenance, upon us." Darkness is the 
absence, of light, and the only way 
drive out the darkness is to let in the 
light. 
The only power that can ban 
ish spiritual darkness is Jesus Christ, 
the Light of the World. 


And then, at life's evening time, the 
light of Immortal life breaks upon the 
brow of the child of God. This is made 
"manifest by the appearing of our Sa 
vour Jesus Christ, who hath abolished 
death and hath brought life and im 
mortality to light through the Gospel 
Inestimable triumph! 
What 
Cicero 
called a "mere conjecture," what Sen 
eca said was "a thing our wise men 
promise but do not prive;" what Soc 
rates spoke of as "a hope," but of the 
realization of which he was "not con 
fident," is made to us an assured fact 
a blessed divine reality, by the life 
death and resurrection of 
our 
Lord 
Jesus Christ. 
The opened tomb In the 
garden is a telescope through which 
we behold the Elyslan fields of our God 
The crape upon the door, signaling the 
death of a believer, is but the badge 
of God's best angel's visit. 
Christ 
alive forever more, and 
because 
lives, we shall live also. 
He has gone 
to prepare a place 
for 
us 
in 
the 
Father's house of many mansions. And 
if we put our trust in him he will sure 
ly lead us home.

One set of writers told them that serv- 
ices were stalei, the music flat and the 
semoons .nnprofitable.

writers reminded them that the golf 
course and the cricket field, the motor 
drive and the «team rivet trip offered 
suoh strong inducements to the peo- 
ple to keep away from church that 
they turned their backs upon its doors. 


It was painful and shocking to read 
these explanations 
as

cause of 
the Irreligion 
of the 
day. 
Today, more especially than in any 
previous period In the history of life, 
men were being drawn away from God 
through this senses. ' It was through 
the senses that they must bring them 
back tiOr-God. They must assemble as

The deepea« afßlction the world lias 
ever seen was that experienced by the 
Lord Jesus in the Garden of Gethse- 
mane. We have sometimes heard per- 
sons say: 
"I have all I can do to bear 
my own 
troubles 
without 
thinking 
about others." 
But all of the sorrow 
which Jesus borne in the Garden of 
Gethsemane' was for others: 
"He hath 
borne our griefs and carried our sor- 
rows." 
"He was bruised for our in- 
iquities" (Isa. 53:4-5). 
It was because 
of our sins that he suffered there, suf- 
fered so that he sweat great drops of 
blood. 
The bloody sweat is the index 
of how much he suifered in mincf; It 
was not agony of body. It is a condi- 
tion not unknown to medical men, and 
it is rather striking that of all the four 
Gospel writers, Luke, the physician, is 
the only one who mentions it. 


The Power of the Mind.

miliar witli tl'O f^c^ thnt intense emo- 
tion causes ijei-tplrution.

A gentleman once 
told us how 
sweat of blood came py.t upon his fore- 
head when he stood by the bedside of a 
member of his family who was passing 
through most 
excruciating 
suffering. 
Such an experience would help one to 
understand a little what 
Jesus suf- 
fered in Gethsemane. 
That was the 
mental crucifixion of Christ. 
It was 
the culmination of what "he had suf- 
fered all through the three years of his 
ministry on earth in the constant an- 
ticipation of the final suffering and 
shame on Calvary. 
John the Baptist 
knew something of 
the 
antlcipative 
suffering of Christ, for on the day after 
he had baptized Jesus, he said to those 
ali^ut him as he saw Jesus approach- 
ing, "Behold the Lamb of 
God 
that 
taketh away the sin of the world." 
It 
is one of the greatest so-called "com- 
mon blessings." for which wP seldom 
praise God, that we are not allowed to 
see our future. 
How it would crush 
some of us t oknow in advance all we 
must suffer for thirty years hence, or 
even for three years! 


The Temple of the Body. 
Near the opening of Christ's public 
career, at his first cleansing of the 
temple, when asked for a sign or proof 
of his. divine authority, he answered, 
speaking of "the temple of his body": 
Destroy this temple and in three days 
I will raise It up" (John 2:19). 
Only 
a little later In his ministry, 
as 
he 
converses with Nicodemus, we see the 
shadow of the cross as he says: 
"As 
Moses lifted up the serpent 
in 
the 
wilderness, even so must the Son of 
Man be lifted up" (John 3:14). 
Not 
long after, when the Jews again called 
for a/ sign of his authority, he again 
pointed forward to his death and resur- 
rection, and at the same .time put his 
stamp on an assailed passage of the 
Old Testament: 
"As Jonah was three 
days and three nights in the belly of 
the whale,'so shall the Son of man be 
three days and three nights 
in 
the 
heart of the 
earth" 
(Matt. 
12:40). 
Already Christ felt the chill of 
the 
far-oft tomb, the heavy shadow of the 
cross. 
Months before his crucifixion, 
while multitudes thronged about him 
with their shallow applause, 
"began 
Jesus to show unto his disciples, how 
that he must go unto Jerusalem, and 
suffer many things of the elders and 
chief priests and'scribes, and be killed, 
and the third day be raised up" (Matt. 
16:21). 
Thus he sought to bring his 
friends into the fellowship of his men- 
tal sufferings. Into the shadow of the 
cross. It is passing strange to see the 
cross casting its shadow, before upon 
the very 
Mount 
of 
Transfiguration 
where 
Moses and Elijah 
and Jesus 
spake of his decease, which he was 
about 
to 
accomplish at 
Jerusalem 
(Luke 9:31). 
As the months roll by, 
between the transfiguration and 
the 
crucifixion, we hear such words 
as 
these coming from the lips of Christ, 
as .,he slowly moves forward in the 
shadow of the cross: 
"I am the good 
Shepherd: the good Shepherd layeth 
down his life for the sheep" 
(John 
10:H), 
"And they took him (the be- 
loved Son of the 
husbandman) 
and 
killed him, and cast him out of 
the 
vineyard" 
(Mark 2:8). 
"Except 
o 
grain of wheat fall Into the earth and 
die. It abideth by itself alone; but if It 
live. It beareth much fruit" (John 13: 
24). "And I, If I be lifted up from the 
^arth, will draw all men unto myself" 
(John 12:32); "In that she hath poured 
this ointment on my body, she did It. 


the meaning of 
that cup of agony 
which he drank for us in Gethsemane 
as the death of Charles IX. of France, 
who ordered the awful massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, by which thousands of 
the Protestant Huguenots, the ablest 
and purest of the people of 
France, 
were^TEWsassinated in the interest 
of 
the Romanism of that day. 
When the 
king, who had committed that whole- 
sale murder, came to his dying hour 
and realized that he was soon to meet 
the eternal Judge, he cried.out in the 
agony of his guilt, "Oh. 
how 
much 
blood! Oh, how much blood!" His re- 
morse could not express itself in words, 
but caused him to sweat blood. 
Oh, 
how 
marvelous 
that 
sympathy 
of 
Christ, that he sweat great drops of 
blood, falling down to the ground, as 
if; the sins of men over which he sor- 
rowed had been his own! 


Indeed, Christ began his divine suf- 
fering even before his birth into this 
world. 
He is "the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world" 
(Rev. 
13:8). 
The greatest struggle of self- 
sacrifice Is commonly not in the act, 
but in the first decision to do It Christ 
decided to give his life as our ransom 
at the verj- hour when man began to 
sin. It \Cas with the cross that he de- 
cided to "bruise the cerpent's head" 
(Gen. 3:15). 
As we have shown, all 
through the Old Ttestament ages he 
saw the shadow of the cross. 
We 
must think of these things In order to 
understand 
Gethsemane. 
The Shadow «f the Cross in the New 
Testament. 


If Christ had been only a man, he 
could not have lived In the shadow of 
the cross; It would have crushed him. 
That is why God in his mercy hangs a 
mist before our eyes, and we know not 
what a day will bring forth. 
It has 
been said, "Suppose to each young man 
was revealed his after life, how long 
he should live, how he should die, and 
all the joys and sorrows 
he 
should 
pass through, how much would It add 
to his comfort and pleasure? 
How 
much of zeal and purpose would it in- 
spire In him? 
Would there be more 
hope, more courage, more of deter- 
mination than we now 
find? 
Rather 
would not all this knowledge 
settle 
down on him like a great pall, wither- 
ing his energies, blighting his pros- 
pects, benumbing his zeal?" 
By com- 
parison we realize the divine strength 
there was in Christ. 


It Is most pathetic that Jesus sought 
for human sympathy, and it failed him. 
It is recorded that after the Supper 
Jesus went forth with his 
disciples 
over the brook Kidron, wher^ was a 
garden; not a garden of flowers, but 
an olive garden. 
He took «them into 
the garden with him. To eight of them 
he said, "Sit ye here while .1 pray," but 
three of them, Peter, James and John, 
he took further into the garden with 
him, and to them he said: 
"My soul is 
exceeding sorrowful, even unto death; 
abide ye here and watch with me. And 
he went forward a little, a 
stone's 
throw, and fell on the ground, and 
prayed that if it were possible the 
hour 
njjght 
pass 
from him." 
And 


betrayeth me.' 


The Burden Christ Carried.. 
And so not only the bloody sweat, 
but the anguish with which he prayed, 
that if it were possible some other way« 
might be provided for the redemptlonj 
of man, showed how heavily did the; 
burden rest down upon him. 
It waab 
almost greater than be could 
bear. 
The sins of the whole world w e n rest-; 
ing upon him. One man's sin fa enough! 
to break a human heart. 
The heart oft 
Jesus did at last break as he hungl 
upon the cross (as was showfe by blood^ 
and water Issuing from Ws side when' 
he was pierced by one of the soldiers—.' 
John 19:34). 


When Jesus prayed, "Let thla cupi 
pass from me." he was not in fb» »plrttj 
of drawing back from his part of be-j 
ing made a ransom for many. If thaf 
was God's way, his only way, he waa; 
ready to meet It; but his humanttTH 
appeared when he shrank from It, He;. 
was both God and man. 
It has been^ 
suggested that '^ho tempter came t®i 
Jesus In that hour, in a bleaker-wilder-j 
ness, a drearier desert, not when hoi 
was an hungered from forty days of: 
fasting, but when his soul was aflrei 
with an infinite agony." 
(Dr. Joseph I 
Parker). 
Another has said: 
"The 
great horror of Jesus in the garden 
arose not from fear of Calvary, but 
from fear of failure ("through physical 
suffering) to reach Cali-ary, and so 
lose all for which he left heaven." (Dr. 
S^hauffler). 
Even so, it might 
have 
been the tempter who put the fear Into 
his heart. 


As we study deeper into Gethsemane, 
we win get a truer realization of the 
sacrifice our Saviour made for us. 
It 
was no easy thing for him to do. 
It 
cost him much in body, mind and soul. 


"Thy birthright in the world was pain 
and grief;,

hate; 


The limbs thou healedst brought thee 
no relief;

When we do realize all that he has 
done for us, the littla^we can do for 
him will not only be done gladly, but 
we shall sorrow that we can not do 
more.

As CE»n by the Jerusalem 
Sunday 
school pilgrims, it lies at the base of 
Mount Olivet, over against Jerusalem. 
It is almost a square, 160x150 feet.

is enclosed by a high white stone wall. 
Inside are eight venerable olive trees, 
thought by some persons to be the 
same trees that were there in the time 
of Christ. The roots may be the same, 
as the Emperor Titus had all trees cut 
down when he conquered Jerusalem in 
A. D. 70, but yet these may have es- 
caped. 
The olive tress In Gethsemane 
are hoary with age, and their cracked 
trunks are 
reinforced 
with 
s t o ^ s . 
They are surrounded by a light panhg 
fence and between them 
are 
sweet 
flowers growing. 
They are tended bjr 
monks, who present each visitor with 
a small bunch, for which they expect 
to receive a franc (about twenty cents). 
All around the inside of the white wall 
are shrines In niches with painted fig- 
ures representing the stations of ths 
cross. 
Fastened to the wall and ex- 
tending, high above it is a large cross, 
which is covered with carved represen- 
tations of the instruments connected 
with the crucifixion—the 
crown 
of 
thorns, the ladder, the nails, hammer, 
spear, sponge on a reed, etc.

visited the spot.

INCREASE FOB 1910 
IS FEW HtnïDitEDS 


A State Constabulary to 
Déal With Internal Af- 
fairs Suggested. 


Washington, Nov. 14,—The hestJllty 
of the ikbor unions toward this organ- 
l2fed militia has created a very pessl 
mifltic feeling ' among., oflâcerï of the 
army and the National Guard, which 
is reflected strongly in the annual re- 
port of Col. E. M. Weaver, chief of thè 
division of militia to the chief of Staff. 
Th« officer's repbrt says that it Is al- 
most hopelèss to expect any relief from 
the present conditions by the enact- 
ment of state, laws or through any na- 
tional law that would restrain the un- 
ions from their Unfriendly attitude. 
Preachings ùf Patriotism Futile. 


The preachings of patriotism are of 
no effect where it is shown that the 
sole purpose of 
the militia 
is the 
maintenance of law and order, and in 
Col. Weaver's opinion, the only real 
practical «olution of the problem lies 
in thè creation by thè òthei: states of a 
state constabulary, ón thè ìlnès of the 
highly trained aSSH disciplined 
constab- 
ulary in the repression of disorder. 


It is believed that the labor unions 
would then come 
to 
look upon the 
militia as a forcé for national defense 
rather than as a state policé, and In 
course of time theii* opposition would 
disappear. 


Perhaps for 
the reason 
indicated 
Col. Weaver suggests, the Increase !n 
the strength of the National Guard was 
only trifling during the past year, 
increase Was Small. 


According to the latest returns this 
strength was 9,165 offlcera and 110,505 
men, which was a net Incteaae Of only 
734 ever the preceding year. It is a 
curious fact that the little territory 
of Hawaii shows the greatest percent- 
age of ^ l l i t i a m e n to ; population, the 
numbei^eing 71.8 per thousand, while 
Nevada had not a single militiaman 
in the organized ranks. And the aver- 
age of thè whole country was very low, 
being only 7.7 militiamen 
to every 
thousand of population.

report makes a strong plea for the 
creation of an i efficient national re- 
serve of about 100,000 men, practically 
on the lines of the army of Switzer- 
land, which iyould permit of the reten- 
tion of the. services of the best of the 
citizen-soldiery under fédéral control, 
Ti^ithont demanding of the officers and 
men more time from their civilan ém- 
ployments than is now required for 
instruction in the best state milUia 
organizations. 


This would be a part of the regular 
army, constituting with the 
l ^ ^ l a r 
army and militia the first line m de- 
fense in case of war. 
It is asserted 
that under/the law and the constitu- 
tion a citizen soldiery can be pro- 
vided only alongjhese lines.

Tolstoi spent the day in the discus- 
sion of religious subjects with an aged 
monk whom he had met on a visit to 
the mMiastery seventeen years ago. 


The following morning the count re- 
sumed his pilgrimage.

They 
called Patrolman Ed Bevelheimer, who 
made an investigation 
with 
Sergt. 
Louis Linker and found the demented 
Greek on the floor of the squalid room 
fighting 
with all the strength born of 
his raving against the brother who was 
trying to subdue him and force him 
into the cage. 


With the aid of the police officers 
the man wis dragged into his quarters 
and safely locked in. for the night. He 
became quiet after he had been forced 
into his cage and the officers left him 
there and reported the-matter to Hu- 
mane Officer Louis C. Schlaudroff, who 
brought about hls_^ removal today. 


Surroundings Are Filthy. 
The room in which the Greek was 
confined is one of two occupied by 
John Charles together with a number 
of his fellow countrymen employed at 
his shoe-shining establishment on Main 
street west of Calhoun. 
The ground 
floor entrance is In thè alley and the 
door opens into a dirty, dark room 
stored with plunder, including a coal 
bin and a lot of old Junk piled on each 
Bidè of a narrow passageway by means 
of which the stairway is reached. 


This stairway is dark and winding 
and with the aid of flashlight^ the po- 
lice officers were barely able to find 
their way to the room above. 
Over 
the stairway is a closet not more than 
three feet square and from the door- 
way of this closet the cage extended 
three feet Into the room and is abo^t 
t: eé feet wide. 


Raised from the Floor. 
.t 


The cage is built a foot above the 
floor of the room and Monday morning 
LoUis Charles was found there perfect- 
ly nude, with his feet wrapped in blan- 
kets, shivering with tlie Cold. An hour 
afterward his ravings had ceased and 
he was seated at a table in the room, 
clad In his underclothing and prepared ! 
to partakè Of a meal that his keeper 
was cooking on an old gasoline stove. 


He was perfectly tractable then and 
remained quiet until Députy Sheriffs 
Immel, Còurdevày and Schoènefeld and 
Lieutenant of Police George Eisenhut 
made 
an 
attempt 
to 
remove 
him. 
Down the dark stairway the raving 
maniac fought the officers, out through 
the room below and into the patrol 
wagon he gave battle and all of the 
strength of the four men was called 
into action to prèvent his escape. 


Through the streets on the -~way to 
the Jail he fought and the officers were 
finally compelled to throw him upon the 
floor of the wagon and hold him until j 
they reached the doois of the Jail. 
Their task was rendered more difficult i 
by the fact that the prisoner snapped ; 
at them with his teeth like an enfuri- | 
ated animal, spat upon them, kicke i • 
them and almost tore their clothing I 
in his frantic eftorts to break 
away 
from them. 


Prisoner Has Some Money. 
Charles came here eighteen months 
ago to vlalt his brother. 
He had Just 
disposed of his business a t Frankfort 
and had more than $4,000 in his pos- 
session. 
He became insane In the of- i 
floe of a physician to whom he had ap- { 
plied for treatment and after medical ; 
treatment had failed to relieve his men- j 
tal trouble he waa takenf Into the clr- ! 
cult court and formally declared of 
unsound mind. 


A brother, who lives at Marlon, Ind., 
waa 
made 
guardian 
and 
placed 
In 
charge of his wealth. He was removed 
to Indianapolis and placed in a sani- 
tarium, where he was treated for more 


th|in a year but failed to impróvè ànd 
was réleased. 


John Charles can speak little Eng' 
lista aad more than that the insane 
man bfcd been here fifty-five dayaand 
that the cage had been construct^ tò 
confine him In whèn he became vio- 
lent nothing could be ascertained. The 
keaperV according to the people, who 
had 
visited the rooms, treatèà 
his 
charge as humanely as the surround-- 
ings would admit of but was forced to 
lock him in the cage and leave him 
alone for hours at a time while be at- 
tended to his business. 


That he had been guilty of cruelty or 
that he had not done the best thing for 
the demented brother never entered the 
mind of John Charles and he was sur- 
prised when the oftlcers Interfered but 
made no objection to the removal of 
his ward. 


Although the man has raved half 
the time since he came to Fort Wayno 
and in spite of the fact that the biuld- 
ing In which he was kept is in the 
heart of the city, his presence w^-s 
known to only a few persons and thiy 
thought that there was nothing inhu- 
man in the treatment accorded him. 


Frequently Charles took the broth- 
er out upon the streets for exercise and 
he said that at night he slept in the 
same bed with him and tried to im- 
press upon the officers with the few 
words of English at ~hls 
command 
that it was not often necessary to lock 
him in. He said that he did this only 
when he was called aWay. 


Fond of Candy. 


While the officers were present the 


patient talked almost constantly. 
At 
times he was quiet, but In two or three 
seizures he tried to wrench away the 
boards from his cage, struck viciously 
at his brothen and tried to reach him 
to drag him up to the door. The broth- 
er exhibited no fear and tried by kind 
words to allay the terrible ravings. At / 
last he gave him a package of candy 
that he had Just bought and this was 
devoured' ravenously. 


Steps will be taken to have the man 
sent to one of the hospitals for insane. 
He is not a citizen of Allen county 
and the officers will endeavor to relieve 
the taxpayers here of the burden of 
paying for his maintenance. 


Deny the Intimation. 


John Charles, Jr., a nephew of the 
demented, man and a son of the man 
who had him in charge, was sought 
out by~-the police. 
It was intimated 
that the patient was being detained 
in the rooms to avoid the expense of 
keeping him elsewhere so that at his 
death his estate would fall to the sur- 
viving brother. 


This was dehied. 
The young Greek 
said that the manner in which his un- 
cle was cared for was the only way 
that had suggested itself to the rela- 
tives and they evidently thought they 
were doing all that was demanded of 
them. 


There are three beds in the sleeping 
room occupied by the Greeks and all 
of them were dirty and unkept. 
The 
rooms are dark and uninviting at best 
and the squalid surroundings 
added 
horror to the presence of the caged 
maniac.

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Eskimos Who Made Trip 
With Dr. Cook Brand 
I Him Faker. 


London, Nov. 9.—Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook's Eskimos, who accompanied him 
on his last arctic trip, have told Knud 
Rasmussen, the Danish explorer, now 
at Cape York, that the doctor and his 
party traveled around in a circle and 
never reached the pole. 


Capt. Rasmussen obtained the nar- 
ratives from 
the 
natives 
and sent 
them to his wife at Copenhagen, by 
whom they were made public. 


"Already in the fail of 1909, when I 
was on an expedition to Greenland," 
writes Capt. Rasmussen, "there exist- 
ed grave doubts as to whether Dr. 
Cook had been ¡near the north pole, 
and I made up my mind to secure 
through thoroughly disinterested peo- 
ple a bona fide report of his Eskimo 
fellow travelers, Itsukusuk and Apilak. 
Live the Lives of Savages. 
These young men belong to a tribe 
near Smith sound, the members of 
which still live the life of savages. 
They possess no written language and 
therefore 
I 
had to 
get somebody to 
write down the young men's report. 
The Rev. Gustav .Olsen and Kateket 
Sechmann Rosebach, 
both 
born 
in 
Greenland and newly arrived mission- 
aries to this tribe, did the writing. 


"Further, I received from the man- 
ager of a copper mine in Greenland a 
man named Nyboe, assistance in get- 
ting the report. In the fall I forward- 
ed a letter from South Greenland by 
sledge to the missionary station and 
the letter reached its destination in 
the winter. 


On my arrival at North Star bay 
this summer I found the report in the 
Eskimo language 
awaiting 
me and 
herewith is my verbatim' translatiovi 
of the narrative given by Dr. Cook's 
companions to the Rev. Mr. Olsen. 
I 
myself have not seen the young men 
since they returned with Dr. Cook, but 
I know them from earlier times. They 
are clever and trustworthy men and 
consider this report, obtained 
by 
wholly disinterested persons, on the 
question of the reaching of the north 
pole by Dr.-Cook more valuable than 
any I myself could have obtained. 


Narrative of the Eskimos. 
^ 
"The narrative is as follows: 
" 'We (Itsukusuk and Apilak) trav- 
eled from Anorltok (Annatook) 
with 
eight sledges in company with 
Dr. 
Cook. 
At first the great doctor him- 
self drove, but not very long. The de- 
parture took place at the first 'sun- 
shine (February.) 
On the way from 
Anorltok to Ellesmere land we slept 
once on the ice. 
It took four days to 
cross Ellesmere ìand, since we contin- 
ually had to go back for baggage. 


'After eighteen days our compan- 
ions left us. 
We -wFfere then \ as far 
from land 
as from 
your 
house to 
AlangUarsuk (abdut two and a half 
Danish or twelve English miles.) We 
/did only short day Journeys to shoot 
game for the dogs, and we laid up 
three or, four days because of bad 
weather..- 


'The lee 
was^iie 
to travel on. 
There was not the least screw lòe, but 
all ford Ice, i<rhlch resembled fresh 
water ice, so jeàsy was it to drive on. 
On 
the day 
the 
help 
(supporting) 
«ledges left us we did only a short 
day's Journey on fine-ice. So short was 
the Journey that the land behind ns 
looked no lower than It did befor? our 
déi^artùre. 
There 
was

observations with an instrument 
he 
held in his hand and thereupon we re- 
turned toward land, holding our course 
west for our starting place. 
We left 
a lot of food for men and dogs and the 
dried meat, of which we had hardly 
used any. 
We kept on toward a cape 
of the land which was not far off. The 
ice was rather hummocky, but it was 
not bad traveling. 


" 'Before leaving,' says Itsukusuk, 'I 
examined tlie ice, and when I came 
back to camp Dr. Cook asked me :f 
the ice was good. "Yes," said I. There- 
upon Dr. Coolc himself examined the 
ice and he said that it was bad in 
spite of the fact that the ice was real- 
ly not bad. 
On the journey back we 
reached open water near 
the 
land. 
Here we stayed one day. 
At last we 
reached land. 
We crossed over to a 
big island (Ringnas island) before the 
snow had melted (April.) 
We had not 
had the least fog on the ice. 
At this 
time the sun was just below the hori- 
zon at night. 
It was the month when 
it does not get dark (March.) 
Later 
along, when we were near Axel Heir 
berg land, we spent two days in a fog.' 


Says Explorer Faked Map. 


" 'Thei^' says Apilak, 'one day while 
near the'land I came ujj'on Dr. Cook 
sitting down and drawing a map. 
I 
looked at it and asked him: 
"Whose 
route are you putting down?" 
"My 
own," said Dr. Cook. 
But that was a 
lie, because he drew the map a long 
way out at sea, where we had never 
been. 


" 'We continued to shoot bears on 
the ice uritil we had enough for the 
dogs. 
Frb^j this part of the journey 
we do not remember how m^ny times 
we slept.^ The small rivers had only 
begun to break when we reached the 
land, which we crossed oyer (the land

cordance with the wish of Dr. Cook, 
we left our dogs behind us, although 
they were in good, condition and fat 
from the meat of bears. 
Before we 
met bears we killed some of the dogs 
to feed to the others. 
- "'After Ipavlng the dogs we crossed 
the great sound, but if we had follQW- 
ed the north side of the 
sound 
we 
could have driven farther. 
Again we 
reached ice and had to push our boat 
along on it. 
When we left our d6g.5 
Dr. Cook said: 
''We will reach hu- 
mi^ beings (Baffin's land) before two 
days." 
We had-slept twice when. Dr. 
Cook, looking ahead through his glas5, 
said: 
"I see a 
ti^nti" 
I 
took 
the 
glass and found that It was 
a' big 
stone. 
When we had to get into the 
boat we" had 
taken 
our sledges- to 
pieces and packed them up, but now 
we put them together again, while Dr. 
Co6k went ahead. "1 belletre we must 
be near human beings," said Dr. Cook, 
and kept on going ahead. 
' 
^ "'When we had 
finished 
with the 
sledges we went after him and on 
reaching him pitched the tent, after 
havinglcaught a seal.' At this time 
we stlli had biscuits anfd obffe6.

looked a< long time-. fdr hum&ti§ ^«nd' 
then returned 
toward v JblMS? lidutt4 


at the same time open water and Ice 
until we came to an island with many 
elder birds. 
It was Just at 
nesting 
time. 
We tried to row on, but were 
caught in a strong gale which blew ua 
back toward the south side. We were 
then again out In a big bay with les 
covered with water. 


Build House of Stone ai^d Peat. 


" "We followed the land past Cape 
Sparbo and lived on seals, bears and 
musk oxen. As we came farther south 
and east the bears became shy. 
We 
then thought we were not far from 
humans, but as the ice was constantly 
drifting toward the coast and our pro- 
visions were near their end we return- 
ed toward Cape Seddon, where we ar- 
ranged for winterilig. 
It was yet twi- 
light the whole night, but thei-e was a 
strong fall of uew. 
We built a house 
of stone mixed with peat, Just as we 
do at home. 


" 'This was at the time when the 
ground began to freeze. 
We caught 
walrus, musk oxen and bear for the 
winter. 
Our skip clothes were In good 
condition, but ,to be safe we removed 
them. 
Our means of defense were a 
gun, harpoon, lance and bow. 
With 
the bow we killed only two hares. 
To 
kill a musk oxen with a bow Is Impos- 
sible. 
Altogether It was a fihe au- 
tumn and our provisions for the winter 
were plentiful. 
We had boiled meat 
every day. 
During the dark time we 
stayed mostly indoors, making^ sklh 
clothes, such as fur ^ coats, 
bearskin 
pantaloons and skin boots. 


Cook Busied With Writing. 


" 'Dr. Cook made himself a woolen 
anorak lined with a musk ox fur. 
He 
wrote all the time. 
At the first sight 
of the sun we started toward home. 
We loaded the sledges with musk ox 
meat. 
We still had 
four 
pemmlcan 
cakes, but our biscuits had come to an 
end. 


" 'We now continued by pushing the 
sledge ahead of us. 
As long as we 
were along the side of the land we 
had fine weather and were weather 
bound only one day. 
We shot a bear 
with the gun. Across Smith sound we 
also had fine weather. Along the edge 
of the ice we had target shooting wltn 
the seals, which came- up on the Ice to 
get their breath. 
Thus we had only 
four cartridges left. 
Not before We 
were near Anorltok did we leave the 
sledge. 
The sun then was in the sky 
day and night. 


'"Dr. 
Cook, 
during 
tl\e 
Journey, 
promised us a good rewar¡a, but 
he 
proved himself a liar and swindled us 
in the payment. 
We did not get the 
guns he promised us. ' These he sold 
for fox skins.' He gave us only a knife, 
some matches, and a useless boat. 


" 'This Is all 
we. Itsukusuk, 
and 
Apilak, have to tell about our Journey 
with the great Dr. Cook."

The danger .confronting the demo- 
cratic party in Indiana, as a result of 
Tuesday's election, is that the legisla- 
ture, mad with power, may commit all 
sorts of excesses that will put the par- 
ty in bad odor in this state and lead 
•ultimately to a revulsion of popular 
sentiment. 
The wise leaders of the 
party 
are acutely 
sensitive 
to 
this 
peril. 
The large democratic majority 
in 
the 
legislature, 
which 
has 
sim- 
mered down to thirty-three <jn joint 
ballot, is conducive to recklessness, or 
worse, in the enactment of laws that 
would be contrary to public policy and 
for the benefit of self-seeking inter- 
ests. 


In 
these 
circumstances 
the 
party 
leaders who have the future of the de- 
mocracy at heart, who believe that 
the perpetuation of the party in power 
depends 
upon 
making 
performance 
square with promise, are looking to 
Governor Marshall. 
The governor is 
in a position of pec\^llar ihfiuence and 
responsibility as affecting the future 
of the democratic party. 
It is for him 
to afesume the difficult role of holding 
the untamed horses in check. 


The governor is facing a crisis that 
will test his mettle. 
Wielding the in- 
fluence of the chief magistracy, with 
the veto power as a stuffed club for 
emergency 
purposes, it 
will be 
his 
duty, diplomatically 
if possible, 
but 
forcibly if need be, to hold the legis- 
lature within such -bounds of action 
as- will save the democratic party from 
the disgrace of excesses that 
might 
naturally come from an unrestrained 
exercise of legislative authority. 


Governor Wise Counselor. 


Governor Marshall is a wise coun- 
selor, aijd when courage is needed he 
is there "with the go<yJ3." He will be 
the balance wheel of the legislature 
that will convene eight weeks hence. 
Those who have some inside acquaint- 
ance with the situation that has been 
brought about by Tuesday's 
election 
know that the governor will not dodge 
or shirk the responsibility that Is upon 
him, and they would not be surprised 
If he should prove the savior of his 
party by the determined stand^^ which 
he is sure to assume. 


The whole rorce of the 
governor's 
personality and the infiuence of his 
position will be used to make the com- 
ing session of the legislature credit- 
able in the eyes of the state. 
His 
spear will know no brother in the ac- 
complishment 
of that aim. 
Judging 
from the conditions which arc brew- 
ing he may be, and probably will be. 
In a warm row with certain elements 
of his party before tlie legislature pro- 
ceeds far on its way. but.jhat will not 
deter him from making a fight for con- 
servatism, righteousness and the ap- 
plication of business principles in leg- 
islation. 


The spoils grabbers, the special in- 
terest henchmen, the lonrrollers and the 
extremists of all sorts, may as well 
know now, for they will find it out la- 
ter, that they have got the governor 
to reckon with. 
They can only suc- 
ceed in running riot by running over 
him. And that Is something they may 
find easier tn talk about than it is of 
accompllshn.cnt. 


Desires Business Methods. 


Here are 
some 
things 
for which 
Governor Marshall intends to stand, 
firmly and unequivocally: 


1. 
The orgjanization and control of 
the general assembly along bui ness 
lines. 
This means that he will oppose 
the usual spoils jobbing incident to 
the organization of the legislature, the 
creation of extra clerkships and door- 
keepers' 
jobs 
with 
mythical duties, 
etc. , 


2. The abolishment of logrolling in 
legislation. 
This is a reform which is 
very near to the governor's heart and 
he intends to try to put it into prac- 
tical operation in the coming session. 
To that end he will tr yto secure a di- 
vision of appropriations so as to sup- 
plant the usual general appropriation 
bill withtwo measures—one 
contain- 
ing the appropriations for current ex- 
penses and the other the specific ap- 
propriations. 


The governor's^ 
idea 
Is that the 
needs of the institutions shall first be 
taken care of and if the institutional 
and other necessary appropriations are 
large the specific appropriations, com- 
ing later in a separate bill, can be 
held down accordingly. 
When all of 
the appropriations are thrown together 
in one bill the result is an open sea- 
son for logrolling, in which the offi- 
cials and friends of state educational 
and other institutions join in logroll- 
ing with various interests that 
are 
more or less pernicious. 
This, accord- 
ing to the governor's view, brings dis- 
grace on the State. He intends to ap- 
point a committee on visitation of state 
institutions that is thoroughly imbued 
with his idea of inculcating business 
principles into administration and leg- 
islation 
and 
opposed 
to 
logrolling 
methods.

Seeks Removal Power. 


3. 
The governor wants to uproot 
nepotism in the state offices and stare 
educational institutions and he will 
ask for an adequate law on that sub- 
ject. 
The same request will include 
legislation p;rohiblting state employes 
from drawing extra pay for ejctra serv- 
ices. 
He has no objection if a minor 
state official goes to see a base ball 
game, but when, that person asks ex- 
tra pay because he has to com6 down 
at night ofecasionally to keep up his 
work the governor objects. 


4. 
The governor waaite a law. and 
will fight for It, giving him the power 
of removal when a public official fails 
or "refuses to do his duty. 
It Is not 
likely that this power would be in- 
voked bften, but many persons believe 
It "would be a much-neteded club over 
prosecuting attorneys and other offi- 
cials who wantonly refuse to enforce 
the law. In the .-ame request the gov- 
ernor will suggest that there should 
be an appeal ¡from his action to the 
supreme'court, to which tribunal all of

Bravery of One Man. 


Another time when a gang was advancing horses 
in individual barges, as was oiten done, an odd thing 
happened. The barges were crafr that would bold 
one horse only. The animal would be forced into 
it, made fast, and then thè gang»« would take hold, 
sometimes to the number of thirty on a hauser, and 
haul thè beast not only agalnsrt: ten mile currents, but 
through shallovrs choked with ice and slush, through 
dense mud and over stretches of sand with very 
little water over it. 


Two big brothers from Seattle, longs' oremen they 
had been, were In this gang, and when the horse 
they were hauling partly broke loose the elder of 
the two made his wrfy out to the barge to readjust 
the fastenings as it touched oi^ the tip of a sandy 
spot. The horse In his struggles dealt the man a kick 
with his fore leg that stretched him unconscious in 
a precariously balanced position across the bow of 
the barge. 


Now the barge swimg out where at any moment the 
horse noiight dislodge the man and drop him to his 
death. Shouting to the other men to haul for all they 
were worth the younger brother plunged in, clinging 
to the line, with its coating of flesh cutting ice, and 
made his way, at times up to his neck in water or up 
to his hips in quicksand, to the barge. It was a super- 
human muscular effort, but when he reached the 
barge he still had strength enough to deal the horse 
a blow that took all the fight and struggle o)/t of it, 
and then raising his brother to safety be stuck to the 
barge until it was drawn through to safety.

There was a very great deal of this work

a wave ten feet high to a wall of water twenty fteev 
high. 


One can never tell when these things are coming, 
and when one of those walls of water hurls itself 
across the twelve hundred foot channel, bearing hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of ice on its front,, the 
shock Is something terrific. The industrial soldiers of 
the Copper River Valley had to get boats through with 
material, build sufficiently strong piers In this icy 
water and do all their work between the onslaughts 
of these waves. At the first cry of the watchers, who 
would go almost blind from scanning the glistening, 
changeable Ice face, the men would drop their work 
and run for their lives. As the wave subsided they 
would return to their work if it had. not been swept 
away. The water is so cold that it would freeze if it 
were not for the fifteen mile current. Construction to 
the camp opposite the glacier was not extremely diffi- 
cult. Just above, on the same bank, however, was 
the great Miles glacier, and this made it necessary to 
cross to the other shore between the two glaciers. 
It 
was quite the usual thing for boats to arrive with but 
one-third of the cargo with which they started. The 
men were saving the lives of one another all the time. 
When a man fell into the river the deadly cliill of It 
seemed to make him almost powerless and quick ac- 
tion was necessary unless he was an able swimmer. 


For a time after the upper camp was established 
It was impossible to get building material to the 
men there, as all of the available force was required 
to get through enough food to keep the men in the 
camp alive. 


The most incredible set of rescues occurred one 
day when a boat with seventeen men was making 
a brave efiort to land a cargo of supplies that were 
Imperatively needed. 
They were caught by one of 
these gigantic Ice-hung waves, the boat crushed to 
bits and all the supplies lost, yet it was contrived 
to get every man out, and none of them had more 
serious injuries than broken legs and arms. 


Just as an illustration of the force of attack this 
bridge must stand all the time every day in the 
open season of the year, this is one thing that hap- 
pened to us. 
At last a very determined and in- 
genious foreman bad. contrived to get nine huge piles 
chained deeply into ^the bed of the river and felt 
that he bad made a substantial beginning in that 
spot. The next wave hurled the ice against ttt<.)se 
.nine huge sticks of wood bound together as one ana 
broke them off like pipe stems. 
Barges towed by 
launches, a double cable worked by donkey engines, 
both failed as a means of getting mateilal across 
that river, till at last an overhead cable was rigged 
and every pound of the heavy material, including 
engines, 
cars 
and 
rails^ 
was 
got 
across 
by 
October 30.

In conclusion there should be cited that part of the 
battle which M. J. Heney led in person in the Allen 
Canyon.

a better grade of brick will be re^ 
quired. 
If the foundation is not of 
good character wher 
driveways are 
desired, then a concrete base should 
be constructed. 


Concrete is the best and most sani- 
tary floor that can be used in a 
dairy barn aftd effort should be madia 
to have such floors Installed when- 
ever a bam is being constructed. They 
should be Ikid upon good foundations 
and finished with grooves to prevent 
the animal slipping upon them. 
The 
stalls should be provided with mats 
of lumber so placed that they may be 
frequently removed for cleansing. All 
part« of the stalls which are made of 
wood, should be removable so that 
they may be readily replaced when 
worn out. 


In making a concrete floor be sure 
that a substantial stebabase Is secured.- 
ITpon this spread three inches of mixed 
concrete, consisting of one part ee- 
ment, 
parts .clean, coarse sand, 
and 5 parts broken stone or clein gra- 
vel spread. In one continuous layer., 
Unless there Is to be excessive wear 
no finishing coat is needed. 
If such 
a coat seems desirable In the drive- 
ways it should be mixed of-1 part ce- 
ment and 2 parts sand. 
The flnished 
coat should be about three-fourths 
of an inch thick and laid off in ,4- 
Inch squares, the grooves -about one- 
fourth 4nch deep. 
Finish a floor in 
this way and horses pullir." a load will 
not slip and fall. 
- 


Stall mats should be constructed of 
seven-eighths Inch lumber 
and so 
placed In the stall that they may be 
removed frequently to faelllt8.te in 
cleansing the stall, since it Is quite 
evident there will be a small amount 
of filth collecting from time to time, 
thus pointing the sanitary condition 
of the stall,' 


In the illustration four designs of 
gutters are shown. The fall of a gut- 
ter should be about one inch in 60 
feet, but this may vary to meet con- 
ditions. 
If a cistern is used for re- 
taining the liquid manure it may be 
desirable to have more fall. 


The liquid manure cistern should^ 
be BO situated as to permit oi as few 
angles as possible in the pipes lead- 
ing from the gutters. 
Traps should 
be so constructed where the pipes 
have their beginning in the gutters 
4s to permit of quick cleaning. 
Open-, 
ings should be provided In the floor 
at each bend of the pipes. 
In this 
way llttl« difficulty' tirould be experi- 
enced in keeplngTthe drains free.

The various breeds are improving 
an«: there are more big records now 
than ever before. 
Splendid records 
were made during the world's fair/ in 
Chicago lAit the succeeding generation 
of cows did much better at the 8t. 
Louis exposition. 
We have a. number 
of cows today that can do better than 
the holders of old time records that 
stood for years. 


The present system of test records 
Is the cause of most of the rgecnt de- 
velopment. 
We have the ring show, 
where the animals are Judged on ap- 
pearance, and in addition, there are 
the yearly records that tell the pro- 
ductive capacity of the cow. The cow 
of today is far superior to . the animal 
of the same breed twenty or thirty 
years ago as her capacity and eftec- 
tiveness are much greater. 
Without 
the use of the accurate records many 
a dairyman would be decefved regard- 
ing the value of his cows. 
By means 
of records we are able to weed out the 
poorer individuals of t h e ' different 
breeds and the result is becoming ap- 
parent with remarkable rapidity. 


One of the most important features 
of modern dairying Is the building up 
of herds by crossing with highly pro- 
ductive stock! 
Grade cows, or thosie 
that are partly of high class stock, 
are exceedingly valuable as producers. 
The improvement in dairy conditions 
has been gradual, but not nearly as 
rapid as we wish. Some of the dairy- 
men have not taken advantage of what 
is now within easy reach. 
There Is 
still much room for improvement in 
general conditions.

After giving him a few 
swallows of moderately cool water, he 
should,/be given a little gentle exer- 
cise, blanketed, and placed in a close 
stall. At the end of an hour, he may 
be giv§n a good draught of water, 
followed by plenty of grain and bright 
roughage.

To have the conveniences for the 
repair of farm equipment at hand is 
one of the very important things on 
the farm. 


Breakdowns are most frequent dur- 
ing the busy season, and much valu- 
able time may be lost driving to town 
or to the nearest shop for repairs. 


The extent to which 
the 
repair 
work should be done on the farm will 
•depend entirely upon local circum- 
stances.

to carry the greater part of such work 
to the shop; but if the shop is at a 
distance. Is. poorly equipped, or, as is 
often the case, the mechanic in charge 
is incapable of turning out sogd work, 
it will then be a saving to perform 
th work at home. Besides, there is a 
large amount of repair work that can 
not be carried to a shop and must be 
done on the farm If it is done at all. 


Much of the loss and 
annoyance 
from breakage may be avoided by 
carefully 
inspecting 
and 
mending 
weak parts of the farm equipment 
before the rush of the season's work 
begins. 
The proper time for making 
such repairs as may be anticipated is 
in the winter when there is little else 
on the farm that can be done. 


Every farmer should have a work- 
shop and a supply of toçjls of good 
quality with which he can repair im- 
plements, harness or buildings. 
This 
is an age when appearances count for 
much, and a farmer's standing in the 
^oniiwuttlty,is frequently governed by 
his farm equipment. 
The man who 
spends his spare moments in the re- 
pair of fences and gates and in main- 
taining a neat appearance of the en- 
tire farm will easily be a leader 
among his neighbors. 


Under most circumstances it will 
pay to secure tools of good quality, al- 
though fine exterior finish is not es- 
sential. Tools of very inferior quality 
are < ".ered at low prices, but they in- 
variably prove a disappointment to 
the purchaser. 
The 
fftme .of 
the 
manufacturer is a sufficient guaranty 
of the quality of many tools, and the 
purchaser is advised to secure only 
those that are sold under a guaranty 
from either the manufacturer or the 
dealer. " When contemplating the pur- 


c h a s e of a collection of tools, make a 


careful study to see Just what ones are 
needed, then purchase all at one time, 
and a liberal discount can generally 
be secured. 
The selection of the tool 
outfit will depend upon the scope and 
character of the work to be perfbrmed. 
A soldering Iron is very useful and 
saves much annoyance, both in re- 
pairing farm machinery, and cooking 
utensils. 
For general purposes a 
pound s<^lderlng iron \vlll be found 
satisfactory. 
Where continuous rrork' 
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the soldering acid and afterwards rub* 
bing over the solder. 
This process 1« 
known as "tinning" the iron, and la 
necessary in order to make the solder 
adhere to the copper and spread er* 
enly. 
The iron must be retinned aa 
often as the coating burns off. 
Sol« 
dering irons are sold by the pound, 
the price depending upon the market 
price of copper; however, the ruling 
price is about 40 cents a pound.

The soil Is th^ source of everything

and largely for lack of special train- 
ing for his work on the part oí the 
farmer.

Who is most Interested in the man 
who tills the soil being trained for 
his work? 
Without a doubt it Is the 
man in the city. 
He is the one who 
should be the most Insistent on agri- 
culture being taught in the 
public 
schools, and that the Agricultural Col- 
leges be given liberal support. 


The railroads are doing a-great deal 
in encouraging the teaching of agri- 
culture. 
Many have placed trains at 
the services of the Agricultural Col- 
leges that they might equip it with 
apparatus, appliances and Instmetors 
and thus carry the teachings of hotter 
f&r^ing to a great maay people In a 
short time. 
Bankers are also active 
In encouraging the spread of better 
farming.

POULTRY MANURE PRESERVATION 


On Account of the High Values of This Fertilizer Every 
Effort Should be Made to Save all the 
Properties Contained Therein.

Fresh poultry î anure has approx- 
imately twice the fertilizing value of 
cattle manure, if a comparison of the 
two products is based upon their ni- 
trogen 
content. 
The 
nitrogenous 
compounds contained in poultry ma- 
nure, 
however, 
are 
very 
unstable, 
and decompose readily into ammonia 
and volatile ammonium 
compounds. 
Cpnsequently^^unless proper care Is 
taken, large quantities of nitrogen, 
which might be used for fertilizing, 
are lost. 


Several methods have been sug- 
gested, for retaining this nitrogen. 
They consist ' in mixing with the ex- 
crement 
elthena an 
absorbing 
sub- 
stance or an acid compound which 
will chemically combine with.^the am- 
monia as fats as formed. 


Experience has shown that poultry 
manure, untreated, as" well as that 
mixed with sawdust, lost half of Its 
nitrogen in the course of six months. 
Where the manure was stored with 
half of Its weight of gypsum <land 
plaster) it lost a third, while that 
mixed with an equal weight of gyp- 
sum and about one-fifth of Its weight 
of sawdust retained all of the original 
nitrogen. 
Equally good resjalts were 
obtained by using from one-third to 
one-fourth of the weight of the ma- 
nure of either kainlte or acid phos- 
phate. 
i 


From the standpoint of the me- 
chanical condition, the mixture with 
land plaster gives the least desirable 
product, although the 
addition of 
sawdust aids materially in preventing 
the formation of hard cakes. 


When the manure is to be kept 
onV a few days before applying, good 
results may be obtained with 
dry 
loam or peat as an absorbent 


The 
absorbent 
used 
should be 
sprinkled daily, in the required quan« 
tity, on the floor of the hen-house: 
from which, in combination with the 
excrement, it may be removed when 
desired. 


The 
difficulties 
experienced la 
spreading poultry manure, on account 
of Its sticky consistency, may be ob- 
viated by mixing with loam, peat or 
common stable manure. 
For 
eco- 
nomical use, it should be spread in 
relatively smaller amounts than other 
manures. 


The admixture' of lime or wood 
ashes is not advised, sinoe decomposi- 
tion 13 sufficiently rapid without their 
use. 


It should be borne in mind that each 
of the absorbents suggested is in It- 
self of value as a fertilizer; the least 
valuable 
being 
sawdust. 
Conse- 
quently the requirements of the soil 
should govern to some 
extent 
the 
choice of the absorbent used.

Proposed "by Indiana 


Bar Association. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 16.—What is 


expected to prove one of the most im- 
)ortant measures to come before the 
next general assembly for consldera- 
ion is being prepared by a special 
•ommittee of the State Bar associa- 
ion on the subject of employers' lia- 
bility. The measure as it will be pre- 
sented will be a radical departure from 
former legislation on this subject in 
Indiana, but will be along lines adopt- 
ed by th^ bar association. 


Trades union leaders and other rep- 


resentatives 
of the 
-working classes 


lave contended for years that Indiana 
is behind in tho matter of employers' 
lability legislation 
and 
an attempt 


was made at the last session of the 
general assembly to enact a law on the 
subject, but with the democrats In con- 
:rol of the house and the republicans 
n control of the senate no agreement 
could be reached. 


The committee at work on the bill 


is composed 
of Addison 
C. Harris, 


chairman; Dan W. Simrns, John T. 
Hays, James W. Noel and Daniel Frax- 


While no draft of the measure has 


been made, the committee expects to 
complete its task before the session 
opens. 


Compensation Without Suit. 


It is the blief of members ot the 


:ommittee that a law based upon cer- 
tain well defined principles with com- 
pensation without litigation, and would 
cost the employer little, if any more 
than the operation of the present law 
costs. 
It is suggested that the law 


first be made to apply to public util- 
ities and the more dangerous employ- 
ments, and It is proposed that it con- 
tain tltc following provisions: 


That the employers and employes 


shall be encouraged by contract to pay 
nnd to take compensation for accidents 
measured by reasonable statutory reg- 
ulations and payable from time to time 
In the place of wages lost and In the 
manner of a, pension. 


In the absence of agreements the 


compensation shall be fixed by sto-tute 
and be measured by the wage earning 
power which is destroyed or dimin- 
ished. 


In cases InVourt the compensation 


shall be paid, not In a lump sum, but 
In annual Installments. 


In the absence of Insurance the 


compensation shall bo a preferential 
lien upon the property of the employ- 
er. Inferior-only to taxes and collectible 
summarily. 


Liability Insurance shall be author- 


ized, regulated and controlled by the 
state. 
That so far as necessary to obtain 


and retain these reforms the "fellow 
servant" rules and 
rules concerning 


ontrlbutory negligence and assump- 
tion ot risk shall be repealed. , 


It is expected by those familiar with 


the situation that trades unionists and 
jlliers also will appear before tho gen- 
eral assembly with proposals for legls- 
atlon on this subject and that there 
ivill be as strong 
opposition to any 


rory progressive type ot legislation on 
the subject as there has been In the 
past.

CANARIES IN ENGLAND. 


The export trade In canaries Is con- 


siderable, shipments being made to 
Australia. South 
Africa 
and 
other 


British colonies, and also to the United 
States. It Is stated that one firm alone 
In Norwich has sent as many as 10,000 
birds a year across the Atlantic. 


The exhibitions of cage birds that nro 


held frequently throughout the country 
also do much to stimulate this indus- 
try. 
The fifty-first annual en so blr:l 


show, hold in the spring of tills year 
at tho Crystal palace, had about 3,000 
entries, a large proportion being'ca- 
naries. It is not unusual to see '100 to 
500 canaries at Bradford exhibitions. 
which are held under the auspices and 
the rules of 
the 
Yorkshire 
union, 


usually In council schools, on Satur- 
dnys, from October to December. 


Among the many varieties of en- 


nnries bred In this country, each p'os- 


' sessing distinct characteristics, might 


be-mentioned the Norwich, the Cinna- 
mon, the London Fancy, the Belgian, 
the Lancashire and the Yorkshire. The 
Yorkshire canary is a Ions, slim, erect 
bird, either clear yellow, clear 
buk, 


evenly nmrkcd. ticked or variegated, 
or the green and cinnamon. 


The Yorkshire Union of Cage Bird 


societies has its headquarters In Brad- 
ford, nnd thirty societies in Bradford 
and tlie nearby towns are 
affiliated 


with the union, which has a member- 
ship of 1,200. 
It is estimated that over 1.000 per- 


sons in Bradford arc engaged In breed- 
ing canaries. 
It is likewise estimated 


that $12.000 is expended annually in 
Bradford on white cana.ry seed alone. 
A considerable sum Is also spent on 
such seeds as« rape. hemp. maw. lin- 
seed, etc., while the annual expenditure 
for cages, nest poles, nest linings and 
various other bird breeders' supplies is 
also considerable. 


Canary! seed is imported Into the 


Kingdom from Turkey. Spain, Argen- 
tine and probably elsewhere. 
This 


item is not separately stated in the 
British import statistics, but in 1907 
12,278.484 pounds of canary seed, val- 
ued at $271.118, were exported from Ar- 
p-entine to the United Kingdom. Tlie 
Turkisto seed Is well known, while; the 
Spanish is said to he a finer, larger 
s'eed.

A Bird Exercise Which it Is Intensely 


Interesting to Watch. 


(W. K. Fisher in Collier's.) 


At first two birds approach one an- 


other, bowing profoundly and treading 
heavily. 
They swagger about each 


other, nodding and courtcsylng Bolomn- 
ly, then suddenly begin to fence a little, 
crossing bills and whetting them to- 
gether, sometimes with a 
whistling 


Bound, meanwhile pecking and drop- 
ping stiff little bows. All at onoe one 
lifts its closed wing and nibbles at 
the feathers beneath. 
Then the flrst 


.hlrd bows once and, pointing Its beak 
straight upward, rises on Its toe*, putts 
out Us breast and utters a prolonged 
nasal Ah-h-h-h. with a rapidly rlslng 
Inflection, reminding one a little of a 
goose, and, more, of a disconsolate caU. 
While this song Is being uttered the 
companion loudly and rapidly snaps 
Its bill. Otten both birds raise their 
heads in air and emit their ridiculous 
groan, this figure representing In some 
cases the grand 
finale 
of several 


dances. When they have finished they 
begin bowing to each other again, rap- 
Idly and alternately, and presently they 
repeat the performance, the birds often 
reversing their role. The movements 
are executed in perfect unison, with a 


sort of military precision, and this fact | 
much enhances tho extraordinary ef- 
fect. 
It is amusing to watch three engage 


In the dance, one attomptlng*to divide 
its attention between two. 
The odd 


bird starts by bowing to the first part- 
ner, whom ho suddenly forsakes with 
a final deprecatory nod and takes up 
the thread oC the minuet with tsc sec- 
ond. Tho latter is ready to join In be- 
cause he has been keeping up a sort 
of mark time in the movements. Thus 
the single bird switches back and forth 
for a while until he shows a preference 
for one nnd Ignores tho other, who 
ambles oil to sock^anothor partner. 


Occasionally, whllo "cake-walking," 


ono will lighttly pick ,up a twig and 
present it to his mato.V who does not 
accept the gift, however, but there- 
upon returns the compliment, when 
straws aro prompttly dropped nnd all 
hands begin bowing and walking about 
as it their very lives depended upon it. 


Several times when a number were 


busily 6»gaged In thlr antics I have 
walked carefully among them, and have 
begun to bow very low, imitating as 
nearly as possible their movements. 
They would stop and gaze at*mo In as- 
tonishment, but recovering their usual 
equanimity almost at 
once, 
would 


gravely \rcturn a few bows and walk 


around mo -in a puzzled manner, as if 
wondering what sort of a creature I 
was. They would do this only when 
Interrupted during a dance.
